Defense focuses on Bidens 


Despite Bolton revelations, 
GOP senators say there's 
no need for his testimony

WASHINGTON — Shrugging 
aside bombshell revelations from the 
former national security adviser as 
irrelevant to the impeachment trial, 
and an effort to sell books, President 
Donald Trump’s team and its Senate 
allies focused Monday on Joe Biden 
and his son, arguing that the Bidens’

corruption justified all of Trump’s 
actions with Ukraine. 

Texas Sens. John Cornyn and Ted 
Cruz, like many other GOP jurors in 
the ongoing trial, rejected the need 
to put John Bolton under oath de- 
spite a report that his forthcoming 
memoir recounts in detail that 
Trump froze military aid to pressure 
Ukraine to dig for dirt on the Bidens. 

But a handful of GOP senators 


were working behind the scenes — 
when they weren't stuck at their 
desks without access to electronics 
— on a deal that could bring both 
Hunter Biden and Bolton to the trial 
as part of a one-for-one deal on wit- 
nesses sought by each side. 

Bolton’s account, which surfaced 
Sunday, ramped up pressure on Re- 
publican senators to allow witnesses 
and hung over the trial throughout 
the day Monday as the Trump team 
continued to deliver its case.

The event marked the first time 
Wilson has spoken at a major 
church safety seminar since he 
shot the assailant who opened fire 
Dec. 29 in West Freeway Church of 
Christ and killed two worshippers. 
He's received at least 20 more invi- 


tations to address similar trainings 
that are surging in popularity after 
aseries of deadly church shootings. 

Wilson, a firearms instructor 
who trains his congregation's vol- 
unteer safety team, used his plat- 
form to emphasize the importance 
of practice and preparation. He al- 
so warned of an attack on the Sec-

Faith leaders new foundation will 
steer resources to help get adults, 
students into the workforce

Bishop T.D. Jakes, a prominent faith leader 
with a megachurch in southern Dallas and a 
global reach, wants to raise $100 million for a 
new nonprofit foundation to improve educa- 
tion, workforce preparedness and job training. 

The T.D. Jakes Foundation, officially an- 
nounced on Tuesday, will build 
on Jakes’ decades of work in the 
Dallas community. That in-

cludes starting The Potter’s 
House, collaborating with 
high-profile CEOs and creating 
a program to help former in- 
mates enter the workforce. 

“The foundation will pro- 
vide a bridge between those 
who have the resources and those people who 
have the need,’ Jakes said in an interview with 
The Dallas Morning News. 

The effort will target working adults as well 
as students. It will create partnerships with 
businesses and support training programs in 
jobs, technology and life skills, such as financial 
literacy. 

The foundation has raised less than $10 mil- 
lion so far, Jakes said. That includes contribu- 
tions from Ben Horowitz, a well-known venture
